Al Other Nations and States Are Urged to Erect 
Worthy Structures at San Francisco, but Johnson Ad- 
mits That “Progressivism” Has So Impoverished His 
Commonwealth That There Is Not a Penny Available. 


ACRAMENTO (Cal.) 
Pleading the excuse of an empty 
treasury, Gov. Johnson notified

Official Notice Received of Act Gir- 
ing Riverside County Settlers More 
Time for Making Proof. 

Official notice of an act of Con- 
gress, passed March 1 last. giving 
to the settlers of the Chuckawalla 
Valley and Palio Verde Mesa, in Riv- 
erside county, an additional three 
years in which to obtain a water sup- 
ply, was received yesterday by the 
local land office. 

The act provides that no desert 
land entry heretofore made in 
faith under the public land laws in 
the districts named shall be subject 
to cancellation because of the fallure 
of entrymen to make final proof un- 
til after May 1, 1916. The law ap- 
plies to the settlers on approximately 
400,000 acres. Officially the districts 
covered by the act are described as 
follows: 

Townships 4 and 6, range 15, east; 
townships 4 and 5 south, range 16, 
east; townships 4, 5 and 6, south, 
range 17, east; townships 5, 6 and 7, 
south, range 18, east; townships 6 and 
7, south, range 19, east; townships 6 
and 7. south, range 20, east; town- 
ships 4, 6, 6, 7 and 8, south, range 21, 
east; townships 5, 6 and 7, south, 
range 22, east; township 6, south, 
range 23, east; 8. B. meridian.

We believe that the City of Los An- ) 
geles, represented by its officials and other 
experts, and the companies, can agree 
upon definite terms outlined roughly in 
the above description of the “agency 


The suggestion is something new in the 
history of utilities operation. It may, if 
adopted and successfully executed, make 
the “Los Angeles plan” of dealing with 
utility problems known the world over. 

We are not urging the “agency plan” 
of power distribution upon the people of 
Los Angeles. We would prefer to pur- 
chase the city power on a wholesale basis 
and distribute it at prices fixed by the 
municipality. 

Either plan would avoid $6,500,000 
(and later more) useless public debt at 
a time when Los Angeles needs all its 
credit to raise funds for the construction 
of large projects which the city and the 
city only can perform. 

The many important and difficult 
projects which the city has under way can 
be handled more efficiently and with least 
increase to the tax rate, only by concen- 
tration of governing ability and absti- 
nence from additional undertakings of the 
magnitude of a competing municipal 

electric system. 

Most cities would hesitate long before 
mortgaging themselves for $6,500,000 to 
build what they already have and what 
they already control, by power to regulate 
rates and service. .

“The exact scope of the work has 
not yet been fully determined, but it 
will naturally begin with the city's 
accounting system, which will in- 
elude that of budget making.

: city’s bond issues and bonding pos- 
sibilities will be analyzed. Investiga- 
tion will be made into losses of ef- 
ficiency through clashing and over- 
lapping of authority as between vari- 
ous departments. The work will con- 
ume about a month and will conclude 
with a report to the Municipal League 
and to the public.

The jury trying Avalon Cramler. 
charged with the murder of Joseph 
Fear at Pasadena last November, took 
more than ordinary interest yesterday 
in the evidence of m experts 
which bore on the wound the throat 
and the probable character of the in- 
strument which inflicted it. 

The weapon that caused Fears 
death has not been found. It is not 
known whether it was a knife or a 
razor. From the character of the 
wound described, Dr. W. C. Harrison 
said yesterday he believes a penknife 
was used. Another feature is the ab- 
sence of blood in the room except in 
A radius of eighteen inches. The tes- 
timony shows that the right jugular 
was severed. 

There is also the question of the 
time the deed was committed, and 
the probable lapse of time from the 
cutting until Fear’s body was found. 
While it is known that Cramley and 
Miss Nellie Greaney were in Fears 
company, the evidence is contradic- 
tory as to the time of Cramley's re- 
turn to the restaurant where he is 
employed. 

The strong factors against Cramler 
are his alleged statement to his broth- 
er that he cut Fear, the changing of 
his clothes and his flight to Chino, 
where he was arrested. The defense 
contends Fear committed suicide and 
has summoned thirty witnesses.

NOT THEFT—GIFT, HE SAYS. 

Deputy District-Attorney Richard- 
son and Miss Bula Hitchcock were 
witnesses yesterday in the prosecu- 
tion of Ira W. Holt, a real estate 
agent charged with having embezzled 
$1101 from Mrs. Grace M. Carter.
